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City Council votes 


in favor 


of DDA 


public hearing

At the request of GUDA 
(Grayling Uptown District 


Association) and the Chamber of 
Commerce the Grayling City 
Council voted 3-2 on Monday, 
March 8, to conduct a public hear- 
ing on April 26 regarding a 
Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA). 

The vote followed a recommen- 
dation by Dan Elliott, the City’s 
DDA consultant, to gather more 
information before setting the hear- 
ing for April 26. 

Elliott, who has worked on the 
formation of DDA’s in two other 
Michigan communities, gave a 
detailed presentation on the process 
of creating a DDA. potential bene- 
fits and downsides, and offered 
advice to the council as well as the 
large group of merchants and con- 
cerned citizens at the meeting. 

“(With a DDA) nothing happens 
in a hurry, it’s not a magic solution,” 
said Elliott, “but if you stick with it 
and have cooperation it can do you 
some good.” 

(A DDA can use various means to 
bring in revenue and can organize 
projects to beautify and improve a 
downtown area.) 

Elliott said that area merchants, 
the city council, the county, the 
school system and local residents 
“must work together.” 

“If you can reach that point, 
there’s plenty of reason to have a 
DDA. If you can't, don’t try it,” said 
Elliott. 

Elliott went over a list of items he 
believes should be considered 
before establishing a DDA. He said 
the people involved need to decide 
what their objectives are, think of 
what the future holds for the com- 
munity, identify a “declining com- 
mercial sector,” draw DDA bound- 
aries, and determine whether a 
Citizen District Council (CDC) will 
have to be formed. 

By law, a CDC would have to be 
created if the DDA area contains 
more than 100 people. Elliott sug- 
gested avoiding the CDC, if possi- 
bie. 

“If you can keep it under 100, do 
it,” said Elliott. 

He said if a CDC is formed, every 
project the DDA does would have to 
go through the CDC, which can 
delay projects for months. The CDC 
votes, but the vote is only consid- 
ered “advisory” to the DDA. 


“It’s a real problem with the Act,” 
Elliott said. “(The CDC) has no 
authority, but can delay your pro- 
jects. We’re talking about a five- 
month delay.” 

The DDA boundary has been one 
of the most controversial issues with 
regards to the situation. 

GUDA and other involved mer- 
chants have insisted they provided 
adequate maps with a few alterna- 
tives to the City. and representatives 
of the City have stated that the 
boundaries shown on the maps are 
not satisfactory. 

Elliott cautioned the council and 
the DDA proponents to look care- 
fully at the DDA area. In addition to 
the CDC dilemma, the area has to 
be determined with respect to who 
exactly is included. 

He said that the “strip mall” mer- 
chants may be included, but often 
times these merchants have differ- 
ent needs and concerns than down- 
town businesses. He stressed that 
“individual businesses” would have 
to cooperate in order for the DDA to 
‘work. 

Elicit also stressed that DDA 
mone¥:can only be spent within the 
borders‘of the DDA. - 

The DDA boundaries also have to 
satisfy a legal requirement, which is 
a “declining” area. Elliott .said doc- 
umenting such a premise is difficult, 
and the law (the Downtown 
Development Act) “is vague” with 
Tespect to that point. “The law was 
originally created for Detroit. In 
Detroit it was easy. It was assessed 
and the decline was obvious.” 

Elliott said that one way to docu- 
ment a “decline would be to com- 
pare the DDA area with other areas. 

After gathering all the appropriate 
information and having meetings 
with all the affected parties, Elliott 
said the next steps of establishing a 
hearing and creating the DDA board 
can take place. 

GUDA and some area merchants 
insisted that the DDA process has 
been going on for over [0 years, and 
much of what Elliott was suggesting 
they do has already been done. 

“GUDA and the Chamber and 
everyone here today are ready to 
work with the Mayor and the City 
Council,” said James  Briney, 
GUDA’s representative on the DDA 
matter. “We have worked to gather 
the information. This group is

Polar Bear patches recreated for vandalized uniforms

A combined effort between a 
local dressmaker and an embroi- 
dery specialist resulted in the re- 
creation of three rare historic World 
War I patches, torn off two uni- 
forms and stolen from a display 


case late last summer at the 
Crawford County Historic 
Museum. 


Using his modern embroidery 
equipment, Larry Raymond of 
Sylvester’s re-created the Polar 
Bear patch that was created for 
American soldiers who served in 
the North Russian Expeditionary 
Force during World War I. 

Once the replication was pertect- 
ed and the patches were embroi- 
dered onto the traditional felt back- 
ing. Pine Needles owner Cora 
Flowers painstakingly sewed the 
patches back onto the old damaged 
uniforms, making repairs as need- 
ed. The third patch will be put back 
in its display case. 

Both Mowers and Raymond did 
the work at no cost to the Museum. 

Museum official Bob Ruddy said 
he is so grateful that these local 
artists came forward to help and 
they did a beautiful job in restoring 
a piece of the past. 

The uniforms are now ready and 
will be on display when the 
Museum re-opens this spring.

Lansing - The job market looks 
good for the class of 2000, but the 
best jobs will still go to the well-pre- 
pared, career analysts warn. 

“The job market is as good as it’s 
ever been, and 2000 is expected to 
continue that trend,” said Kathy 
McMahon, communications special- 
ist for the Michigan Jobs 
Commission. 

“There’s a tremendous opportuni- 
ty and diversity available in all lev- 
els from skilled trades to four-year 
degree programs. We especially 
expect to see growth in professional 
and technical fields.” 

McMahon said high-school stu- 
dents should spend time discovering 
what kinds of jobs are available, 
decide what they are interested in, 
and do what they can to prepare.

; On March 2, 1999 a 450-gallon 
diesel spill was discovered at the 
Camp Grayling Canténmént Area 
above-ground tank facility located 
approximately 5 miles southwest of 
the City of Grayling. 

The leak was immediately 
stopped and the spill was contained 
within the fenced-in area of the 
facility. The Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality was 
immediately notified and inspected 
the on-going clean-up on March 3. 

Daily updates are being provided 
to DEQ officials. 

Soils near the site have been cont- 
aminated with diese] fuel and no 
surface waters were impacted. To 
date, no groundwater has been 
impacted and sampling will contin- 
ue to determine possible impacts to

career. “Students need the basic lit- 
eracy skills, especially math,” he 
said. “Additionally, minimum com- 
puter literacy would include word 
processing, spreadsheets and the 
ability to use the Internet. Those all 
give them more options.” 

For those students planning on 
going directly to college after gradu- 
ation, Gardner warns that the value 
of college is related to the student’s 
effort. 

“Getting a four-year degree does- 
n’t necessarily guarantee getting a 
better job,” he said. “You have to 
use the college time wisely, do well 
academically, and get some experi- 
ence such as an internship or other 
job experience. Just getting through 
college and partying isn’t going to 
do it.” 

David Zurvalec of the Michigan 
Manufacturers Association agrees 
with Gardner on the importance of 
preparation. “The sophisticated, 
skilled workforce that manufactur- 


es the importance of preparation. 
“The option that is least likely to 
be productive is to graduate from 
high school with no objectives and 
no additional skills,” he said. 
“Those jobs will be minimum-wage 
and will be the first to go if the econ-

Continued from 1A sat 
lish a ‘public hearing.” 

Elliott suggested the people gath- 
ered at the meeting were “a small 
group with a specific interest,” and 
that a larger group should be con- 
sulted to hear more of a variety of 
input.

Grayling Township receives environmental award

Environmentally, Grayling 
Township is award-winning when it 
comes to recycling and blight con- 
trol. 

On February 6, Terry Wright 
accepted the O.B.  Eustice 
Environmental Award, recognizing 
three programs developed by 
Grayling Township which has 
resulted in a cleaner environment for 
residents and visitors alike. 

The award is given out annually at 
the Responsible Environmental 
Action Partnership (REAP) banquet. 
REAP recognizes a group, business 
and an individual each year for the 
environmental awards. 

Grayling Township resident Jack 
Pilon nominated the Township 
because of their reduction in recy- 
clabies going to the local landfill as 
a direct result of recycling services 
offered at the Transfer Station. 

The Transfer Station is also the 
site of Township composting. 
Residents can bring their yard 
wastes and add them to the big pile 
out in back. The resulting compost 
and muich is free for the taking dur- 
ing regular hours. 

His nomination also included 
details on the Township’s ordinance 
enforcement program that has been 
responsible for cleaning up over 125

business of higher education. 

Often that’s inconvenient for those who 
want these jobs, which pay well over 
$100,000 a year in public money, usually 
along with housing and other lucrative 
perks of office. 

Those who want to change the system 
contend that openness chases away the best 
candidates. 

While that’s questionable, there’s some 
validity to the claim that a completely open 
system might discourage some applicants. 

Some may not want it known they covet 
another job -- people such as their present 
bosses, or their colleagues, or just friends 
and neighbors. 

Others may not want it known that they 
applied for a job, and didn’t get it -- espe- 
cially if they didn't even make the final cut.

THE STATE SENATE (in 1995) 
passed a bill to close the process until the 
list of finalists is down to three. Then it 
opens up, and the public would have 30 
days in which to react. 

Senate debate hatched the idea that the 
magic number should be one -- the public 
should not be let in on the process until the 
final selection has been made. 

Perhaps we should go one step further. 

How about the idea that the public has 
no right to know who the final choice is at 
all? 

If secrecy will make for a better selec- 
tion of university president, then it follows 
that secrecy will improve the performance 
of the president once selected. 

The new president can make decisions

regardless of outside pressures. The new 
president can cut programs here, and 
increase programs there, and raise or lower 
tuition, and fire deadwood professors -- 
and nobody will know who did it, and the 
new president can pursue efficiency and 
promote only what’s good for the universi- 
ty, without fear of public reaction.

SECRECY WILL BE the key to 
progress. The president can wear a plain 
paper sack over his/her head, and the pub- 
lic can judge performance on the basis of 
result without concern for personality or 
method. 

That makes as much sense as picking a 
president in secrecy in the first place. 

If a potential university president cannot 
stand the pressure of public scrutiny before

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she/he is selected, can he/she be expected 
to stand the pressure of public scrutiny of 
job performance? 

“Secrecy in any government operation -- 
including public universities -- may bring 
comfort and ease to those involved. 

But is it right? 

Maybe we should extend the paper-bag 
option to all public officials. 

Would members of the legislature make 
different and better decisions, for example, 
if the public’s not allowed to know what’s 
going on until the decisions are made and 
the laws enacted? 

It’s the same principle.

Consider it a good thing gone 
bad. 

While doctors and public health 
officials stress the importance of 
exercise, some people go too far 
with their physical workouts. 
They are exercise addicts, at risk of 
physical and psychological dam- 
age no less harmful than that 
afflicting drug or alcohol addicts. 

“Tf your life is altered, is harmed, 
is damaged by your commitment to 
excessive exercise, then you 
should consider that to be a prob- 
lem,” says Thomas L. Schwenk, 
M.D., chairman of the University 
of Michigan Health System’s 
Department of Family Medicine. 

Exercise addiction can lead to 
broken marriages, neglected work 
responsibilities and ignored friend- 
ships. There also is a physical toll, 
as the body is so overworked it can 
no longer adequately fight disease 
and infection. 

Physicians don’t want to down- 
play the need for exercise. In 
Michigan, 56 percent of adults are 
physically inactive, 33 percent of 
Michigan adults had no regular 
exercise at all in 1996, according 
to the state Department of 
Community Health, one-third of 
Michiganians are overweight-- 
more than in any other state, 
according to the Michigan 
Governor’s Council on Physical 


Exercise addiction can cause 
damage to the body and mind 


Fitness, Health and Sports. 

Nationwide, the U.S. Surgeon 
General has reported that more 
than 60 percent of adults neglect 
getting the recommended level of 
physical activity. In particular, 
women, blacks, Hispanic, and 
older adults do not exercise 
enough. 

“An increasing number of peo- 
ple are not exercising, a small 
number of people are exercising 
more, and a very small number of 
people are actually exercising too 
much and overdoing it,” Schwenk 
says. 

There is no medical test to deter- 
mine exercise addiction, but there 
are signs to watch for. People who 
over-exercise will continue to 
work out even if they’re hurt or 
sick. These who jog or exercise 
outdoors will ignore storm warn- 
ings and bad weather. Others will 
neglect their family and friends, 
isolating themselves solely to exer- 
cise. 

“You’re gone so much or you 
organize your life around either 
training or competition, to the 
exclusion of the people around you 
or the responsibilities around you,” 
Schwenk says. 

Control may be a motivating 
factor in exercise addiction, he 
says. “Exercise is something that 
one can control. You can control 


the time, you can control how 
much you do, you can actually 
measure distance, time and weight. 
If you look at one’s day-to-day life, 
there aren’t too many places where 
you have the sort of certainty,” 
Schwenk says. “I think control is a 
big issue in exercise addiction.” 

Over-exercising also can be 
related to eating disorders, such as 
anorexia nervosa, and depression. 

The greatest physical harm of 
over-exercising is that it creates 
fatigue and wears down the body’s 
immune system. 

“You’re just more susceptible to 
infection. Just more infections, 
more colds, more upper respiratory 
infections, always sort of sick,” 
Schwenk says. Psychological 
signs of over-exercising include 
fatigue, depression, irritability and 
lack of concentration. 

Schwenk says it is best for peo- 
ple to use moderation when exer- 
cising. “The biggest problem, by 
far, is that too few people exercise. 
In terms of numbers and in terms 
of impact on health, too little exer- 
cise is far more important than too 
much exercise,” he says.

Builder’s License Class 


Starting in February, the State of 
Michigan made it easier and more 
convenient for builders to take the 
state exam to obtain a_builder’s 
license. 

The exam can now be taken by 
computer or paper-and-pencil, three 
days per week, in Southfield, 
Lansing or Grand Rapids. 

Marquette is still offering only the 
paper-and-pencil method, but they 
now offer the exam monthly, rather 
than bi-monthly. 

The importance of obtaining a 
license when performing the duties 
that fall under the builder guidelines 
cannot be stressed enough. 

Did you know... 

¢ If a customer refuses to pay an 
unlicensed builder for a job per- 
formed, there is no legal recourse 
for the builder. 

¢ A licensed builder who allows 


an unlicensed person to use his 
license is responsible for the actions 
of the unlicensed person, is in clear 
violation of the code and can have 
his license revoked. 

¢ A member of your staff cannot 
legally engage in business agree- 
ments or collect fees on the cus- 
tomer site without a builder or sales- 
person license.

Skip’s Sport Shop on M-72 West 
is now under new ownership, fol- 
lowing the retirement of founder 
and previous owner Skip Madsen. 

Madsen’s_ son-in-law, Jack 
Millikin, purchased the shop a cou- 
ple months ago, and officially took 
over on January I. 

Millikin said he has worked at 
Skip’s for about 17 years, and it 
took him a while before deciding 
to buy the business. 

“He had it up for sale for the past 
couple years. I thought about it for 
a while, and I didn’t know if I 
wanted to do it,” said Millikin. 
“It’s a seven day a week job, real- 
ly.” 

He said “it just kind of came 
together” late last year and he 
decided to make the move. 

Millikin said things in the shop 
won't be much different than they 
were while Madsen was running 
the place. 

He does hope to expand, but not 
right away. 

“Hopefully we'll be able to 
expand sometime in the near 
future,” said Millikin, “but it’s not 
going to happen right away. I’d 
like to get a year or two under my 
belt first, and get straightened 
away financially.” 

He said the expansion wouldn’t 
necessarily bring anything new to 
the shop, but would help by 
increasing store size and creating 
more space for inventory. 

“It would make more room for 
what we have, and more room for 
stock,” he said. 

According to Millikin, Madsen 
had the original sport shop build- 
ing constructed about 35 years ago.

“He had the land and built the 
building, and added on to to it over 
the years,” Millikin said. “He kept 
adding on, and eventually built it 
up to what it is today.” 

“He started out selling bait and 
tackle, and then got into guns and 
hunting gear,” said Millikin. “It’s 
pretty much been all outdoor stuff, 
no athletics. Just hunting and fish- 
ing.” 

Millikin said he is enjoying run- 
ning the shop so far, but there are 
disadvantages. 

“Tt’s a line of work that’s fun to 
be in, but there are downsides,” he 
said. 

Specifically, Millikin said that 
the shop’s busy times are the same 
times he would like to be out hunt- 
ing or fishing. 

Other than that, “It’s enjoyable 
most of the time,” he said.

Wildlife fund could : $1 nivon from new plates 


A new license plate proposed by 
State Senator George McManus 
could have Michigan motorists dri- 
ving for the environment. 

McManus has introduced two 
measures, Senate Bills 179 and 180, 
to establish a special “wildlife” 
license plate for Michigan. 
Proceeds will go to the Nongame 
Fish and Wildlife Fund which pro- 
vides critical assistance to many of 
Michigan’s threatened, endangered 
and nongame wildlife. 

“This new license plate would 
provide funds for a program that 
touches folks in all 83 Michigan 
counties.” McManus said, 

“The Nongame Fish and Wildlife 
Fund is essential to protecting and 
enhancing Michigan’s wildlife her- 
itage.” 

The plates would cost $25 initial- 
ly and $10 per year for renewal. 
McManus said DNR officials have 
informed him the new license plate 
could generate as much as $1 mil- 
lion annually. 

Similar legislation passed the 
House of Representatives in 1996. 
but stalled in the Senate.

New plates would fund road

Lansing - A central Michigan 
lawmaker’s proposal to create a new 
license plate for motorists also 
could help make the roads safer for 
all drivers. 

Rep. Larry DeVuyst, R-Ithaca, 
sponsored a bill to allow the secre- 
tary of state to issue a special 
license plate depicting a white- 
tailed deer, Michigan’s official state 
mammal. 

The money generated by fees 
from the plates would fund a pro- 
gram to pick up the carcasses of 
dead animals along state highways. 

Although DeVuyst said animal 
carcasses of all kinds have been a 
problem for motorists, he expects 
the problem with deer to be the most 
significant one with — spring 
approaching. “We'll probably just 
focus on deer right now.” DeVuyst 
said. “My major goal is to get deer 
off the road with the increasing trav- 
el, especially up north, coming up.” 

According to the most recent sta- 
tistics from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, 
the number of car and deer crashes, 
and as a result the number of car- 
casses, dropped in 1997. The num- 
ber of crashes dropped from 68.222 
in 1996 to 65,423 in 1997, the first 
decrease since 1990. 

The bill was sent to the House

even New Jersey have similar plates 
already. Michigan citizens should 
have the same opportunity.” 


McManus notes that in recent 
years the Nongame Fish and 
Wildlife Fund has helped: 

¢ Reintroduce peregrine falcons 
and trumpeter swans. 

* Print and distribute more than 
two million educational posters. 

* Complete a state-wide breeding 
bird census. 

* Protect a major bat hibernation 
site. 


Conservation and Outdoor 
Recreation Committee and likely 
will be acted on after a companion 
measure is introduced that specifies 
which areas of the state would 
receive the money. 

DeVuyst introduced similar legis- 
lation last year, but it was never 
assigned to a committee. But, he 
thinks there is sufficient bipartisan 
support this year to get the bill 
signed into law this year. 

Secretary of State Candice Miller 
doesn’t oppose new plates, but 
wants one with an environmental- 
theme plate to fund a cleanup of 
Michigan water, said Julie Pierce, 
communications analyst for the sec- 
retary of state. 

“There needs to be a more judi- 
cious process involved.” Pierce 
said. 

Pierce said another important 
issue to take into account is how dif- 
ferent kinds of license plates can 
confuse police officers. 

“We are very sensitive in dealing 
with the concerns of law enforce- 
ment,” she said. “With any plate 
that's proposed we check its feasi- 
bility and readability under a variety 
of conditions, like at night.” 

The last two plates issued by the 
secretary of state featured a blue bar 
at the top with Michigan printed 
with black to help law enforcement 
identify the plates easier, Pierce
